Unesco condemns Israel 


for Jerusalem dig

PARIS. Israel's archaeological 
digs in Jerusalem were severely con- 
demned at the Unesco general con- 
ference here last night in a vote 
which ended two days of bitter 
charges and counter-charges between 
Israel and its Arab and Communist 

opponents. 

The cultural commission con- 
demned Israel for “its persistence 
in altering the historical features 
of Jerusalem and undertaking ex- 
cavations which constitute a danger 
to its monuments.” 

The vote was 54 to 21, with 25 
abstentions. A plenary session will 
almost certainly confirm this vote 
before the general conference ends in 
10 days time. 

Israeli officials said this would 
mean the virtual expulsion of Israel 
from the organization. 

The resolution, which was co- 
Sponsored by 48 Arab and Cam- 
munist countries, invited Unesco’s 
director-general Rene Maheu to 
“withold assistance from Israel in 
the field of education, science and 
culture until it complies with 
Unesco's resolutions and decisions.” 

An’ amendment sponsored by Costa 
Rica to replace sanctions against 
Israel with: a request to. intensify 
the presence and action of Unesco 
in the Israeli capital was defeated 


“by 49 votes against, 30 in favour and 


25 abstentions, 

France joined African countries’ in 
vainly arguing that sdnctions against 
Israel would diminish the possibility 
for Unesco to protect the spiritual 


and historical heritage of Jerusalem. 
Dahomey, the United Kingdom, 
Australia, Mexico and a spokesman 
for Unesco secretary-general Rene 
Maheu spoke against exclusion of 
Israel. Speakers pointed to a report 
by 8 Unesco expert dispatched to 
Jerusalem who as recently as Sep- 
tember reported no damage to sites 
from Israeli digging and said urban- 
fzation of the city has slowed down. 
The American delegate, William 
Jones, said after the vote: “this re- 
sohittion very severely damages 
Unesco's role as a place of dialogue 
and cooperation and may be the 
beginning of Unescos transformation 
into a place of bitter and vindic- 
tive political confrontation. We there- 
fore wholly deplore the passage of 
this unjust resolution and oppose 
entirely its implementstion. This re- 
soluHon will not contribute cons- 
tructively elther to the protection 
of cultural property in Jerusalem or 
to the very fragile negotiating pro- 
cess among the parties involved 
in the Middle Eastern dispute.”

Hussein has summoned the Jordan- 
jan Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives into extraordinary ses- 
sion tomorrow to amend the con- 
stitution, signalling the firat step 
towards Jordan's séverance from the 
West Bank after a 25-year-old union.

Sadat has eye on Brezhnev visit 
Wants to show that U.S. produces results

U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger began talks with Israeli 
leaders Jast night in the ope of 
advancing arrangements for the 
start of a second-stage Israel-Egypt 
negotiation. 

Encouraged by President Sadat's 
apparent willingness to pursue 
separate negotiations with Israel 
despite the hardline resolutions of 
the Rabat summit, Dr. Kissinger is 
understood to be urging Egypt and 
Israel to reserve their differences as 
to the nature and content of a 
prospective settlement, and to agree 
on the time, place and level of 
talks. Dr. Kissinger is plainly keen 
to see talks begun as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Informed Israeli observers said 
yesterday that the U.S. had found 
ita own anxiety to keep up the 
negotiating momentum mirrored by 
Mr. Sadat's interest in taunching 
new talks with Israe! before Soviet 
party boss Leonid Brezhnev visits 
Cairo in January. Mr. Sadat is keen- 
ly interested In being able to show 
the Soviet leader that Egypt's re- 
liance upon American diplomacy is 
paylng practical dividends. 

Dr. Kissinger and his senior aides 
met with Premier Rabin, Ministers 
Peres and Allon and Ambassador 
Simcha Dinitz over dinner at the 
Premier’s home last night, and they 
are due to reconvene for a working 
session this morning. Mr. Allun will 
give a lunch in Dr. Kissinger’s 
honour before the American party 
flies out early this afternoon. 

Israel declared officially yesterday 
that it would air its concern to the 
Secretary over recent American 
Statements on the Palestinian ques- 
tion which παν given rise to some 
anxiety here.

In the event, mo announcement on petrol prices was made at yesterday's Cabinet bodgetary 


Manufacturers’ head says: 
‘Gov't to blame for panic buying’

T.A. fish plant 
shutdown 
hurting 
fishermen

FAIFA, — The Health Ministry's 
closure of Tnuva's fish storage plant 
in Tel Aviv is causing serious losses 
to the fish breeders and fishermen, 
who market a large part of their 
fish in the city. 

The Ministry closed the plant on 
Tuesday, claiming that the refrigera- 
tion was inadequate and general 
Sanitary conditions unsatisfactory. 

The secretary of the Fish Breeders 
Union, B. Ben-Aharon, told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday that the breed- 
ers will lose some IL1im. a week 
from the closure, as they market 
130 tons of pond fish, 45 per cent 
of the total, in Tel Aviv every week. 

The kibbutzim, for whom fish 
breeding is the major source of in- 
come, will be particularly hard hit, 
especially as they wi] have to con- 
tinue feeding the fish that are not 
being marketed. 

A spokesman for the Fishermen's 
Union said that a dozen trawlers 
working ovt of Ashdod market 70 
per cent of their catches in Tel Aviv, 
and if the store is not reopened 
early next week they with have to 
stop work for lack of ἃ market.

uncovered

TEL AVIV. — Previously un- 
known copper mining tunnels in 
use nearly four thousand years 
aga at Timna have been disco- 
vered by a joint Israeli-German 
archaeding:cal team. 

The team began digzing in Sep- 
tember at Timna's second millen- 
nium ΒΞ, mines and at “Smelt- 
ing Cump No. 30" near King So- 
Joman’s Pillars. 

They found a Late Bronze Age 
iron ore mine at Timna, and at 
Smelting Camp No. 30, three 
Jarge-scale copper producing 
plants. one on top of the other. 
These vielded smefting and cast- 
ing furnaces, stores of raw ma- 
terials, pottery, a large quantity 
of tools and other metallurical 
objects. 

The Timna copper mines and 


at Timna 


smelting sites were a large in- 
dustrial enterprise employing 
hundreds of workers during the 
Late Bronze Age and Early Iron 
Age. The tunnels discovered this 
fall, and partly cleared of debris, 
were part of an extensive and 
technologically highbly-developed 
underground mining system. 

The Ugging group, which .in- 
cludes mining experta and sur- 
veyors, is jointly directed by Dr. 
Beno Rothenberg of the Archae- 
ological Institute of Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity, and HG. Conrad, direc- 
tor of the German Museum of 
Mining in Bochum. The expedi- 
tion was msde possible by a 
grant from the Volkswagen 
Foundation and the German Aca- 
demic Exchange Service. The 
excavations are expected to con- 
tinue next fall,

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Army and civilians 
rebel in Bolivia 


LA PAZ (AP). — The Bolivian 
Government announced yesterday 
that it had crushed a revolt in the 
eastern part of the country. No 
bloodshed was reported. The an- 
nouncement said President Hugo 
Banzer led a special contingent of 
soldiers to regain control of Santa 
Cruz, 330 miles east of La Paz, 
where the revolt broke out earlier 
in the day. 

Military and civilian rebels oppo- 
sed to Banzer's three-year-old dic- 
tatorial regime had taken over the 
Santa Cruz city hall and police 
station. But Banzer’s government 
claimed that only part of a ranger 
regiment in Santa Crux had rebel- 
led. 

The joint military command an- 
nounced that the revolt was being 
led by Generals Julio Prado Mon- 
tano and Orlando Alvarez and for- 
mer minister of public health Car- 
los Valverde Barberi. 

First word of the revolt came 
from a clandestine radio station, 
Voice of Liberty. A short while 
later, broadcasts indicated the re- 
bels had taken contro] of Radio 
Montero 35 miles north of Santa 
Cruz. 

Radio Panamericana, which also 
reported the uprising, said it was 
staged by elements of the leftist 
Nationalist Revolutionary Move- 


mont and the Socialist Falange, a 
rightist group. 

Radio Panamericana, - before it 
stopped broadcasting without exple- 
nation, said it had joined a “na- 
tional Hberation network” that ac- 
cused Banzer of “maladministra- 
tlon” and said his followers were 
“lackeys.” 

The reported uprising was the 
latest in more than a dozen plots 
against Banzer's harshly anti-Com- 
munist regime. Last January, the 
country was plunged into economic 
turmoil and violence when workers 
struck to protest inflation that has 
doubled basic commodity prices. 

Banzer, a former army general, 
proclaimed himself president three 
years ago after the bloody over- 
throw of a leftist regime headed by 
President Juan Jose Torres, another 
general. He was the third military 
officer to take power in a coup 
since the armed forces deposed Boli- 
via's last constitutionally elected 
government in September 1969. 

Banzer tried to form a coalition 
government, inciuding the National- 
ist Revolutionary Movement and the 
Socialist Falange, but failed. He 
also promised, elections soon after 
seizing power, and they were set 
for last June. But he postponed 
them for a year when it became ap- 
parent he could not win.

ROME (UPI). — Israel told the UN 
World. Food Conference today its 
own experience has proved that a 
dunam: of land can feed one man 
for a year. It said it was willing 
to share its know-how and ex- 
perience with the rest of the world. 


Reuven Hiland, Director-General of 
the Agriculture Ministry said that 
despite the unfavorable conditions 
offered by the desert making up 
much of Israel, the country has in- 
creased its food production by a 
steady yearly rate of nearly eight 
per cent, “placing us amongst the 
leaders in production increase.” 


Israel's experience proved, he said, 
“that one man's yearly food require- 
ments can be grown on one dunam 
of land with 1,200 cubic metres of 
water.” 


Eiland said the ‘“blue revolution” 
— the introduction of drip irriga- 
tion — would save the world billions 
of cubic metres of water and allow 
intensive agricultural exploitation of 
millions of dunams of hillside and 
saline land. . 

“My Government is to 
share, as it did in the past, its 
know-how and experience with any 
country or international agency 
which may find interest in such co- 
operation,” Hiland said.

— A retired sur- 
geon said yesterday he had carried 
out mercy killings on patients 
throughout his medical career, but 
always at the patient’s own request. 


Dr. George Mair said he could not 
remember exactly how many per- 
sons he had carried out euthanasia 
for, “but it is not a small number.” 
Mair, 60, who 15 now a writer and 
lecturer, made the disclosure in his 
autoblography “confessions of a sur- 
geon.” 

He said the mercy killings began 
soon after he became resident sur- 
gical officer at Warneford hospital 
at Leamington Spa in 1939. 

A few patients with - advanced 
malignancies were killed by doctors 
with drug injections after operations 
at Werneford, he said. “Death cer- 
tificates were issued without ques- 
tion, and there seemed no problems 
with the coroner the actual mercy 
Killings went according to plan,” he 
said. 

“Tt was, of course, completely il- 
legal and totally unethical, but I 


still say it was merciful to the peo- 
Ple concerned. It saved them weeks 


and months of pain, worry and pos-

Nixon may testify — 
on videotape 


WASHINGTON (AP). — U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge John Sirica said yes- 
terday that former President Richard 
Nixon's testimony in the Watergate 
cover-up trial may have to be taken 
on videotape in California. 

Siricea made the comment after 
Nixon's attorney, Herbert Miller, re- 
ported to Sirica that it will be at 
feast two or three months before 
Nixon can exert any “substantial 
mental or physical effort.” 

Reporting on Mr. Nixon's health, 
85 required by Sirica, Miller said 
it will be “an indeterminant time" 
before Nixon can travel any signi- 
ficant distance. 

Nixon, hospitalized in Long Beach, 
California, was reported on Wed- 
nesday to have contracted a slight 
case of pneumonia, further compli- 
eating his condition. He underwent 
surgery last week for a blood clot- 
ting condition. 

Miller said he spoke with Nixon's 
Personal physician, Dr. Joho Lun- 
gren, who gave him a detailed des- 
cription of Nixon's condition. Mil- 
ler said Nixon is likely to remain 
hospitalized for another 10 days 
or two weeks.

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). 
The General Assembly last night 
called on all parties to armed con- 
flicts to help mark graves, return 
bodies and provide information 
about those missing in action. 

By a vote of 95 to nil with 20 
abstentions, the Assembly ratified 
8. resolution adopted last month 
Dy its Social, Humanitarian and 
Cultural Committee. 

‘The draft, sponsored by the U.S. 
and 10 other countries, says that 
“the desire to know the fate of 
loved ones lost in armed conflicts 
is a basic human need which should 
be satisfied to the greatest extent 
Possible.” 

Ye adds that the provision of 
information on those lost in action 
not be delayed merely because other 
issues remain pending. 

The resolution refers to all con- 
flicts, although the U.S. was pro- 
moted to introduce the draft Ὁ; 
its experience in Vietnam, where 
more than 900 American servicemen 
are still listed as missing. 

The Assembly also adopted a re- 
solution aimed at eliminating torture 
and other inhuman treatment of 
prigoners. 

By a vote of 125 to zero 
with one abstention (Zaire), it re- 
quested a UN congress on crime 
prevention, to be held in Toronto 
in 1976, to draw up rules for the 
Protection of detaimees against 
“torture and other cruel, inhuman 
or degrading treatment and punish- 
ment.”

K cuts Turkey visit 
owing to Gov’t crisis 


ANEKARA (UPI), — U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger is post- 
poning his scheduled visit to An- 
kara because Turkey has been un- 
able to solve its 53-day-old govern- 
ment crisis, Premier-designate Bul- 
ent Ecevit said yesterday. He men- 
tioned no new date for the visit, 
originally set for today, following 
Kissinger’s trip to Israel. 

Ecevit’s announcement came as 
2,000 students from Ankara’s Mid- 
dia East Technical University boy- 
ectted classes to protest the Kissin- 
ger visit and staged a campus de- 
monstration with signs reading, 
“Kissinger murderer.” 

Ecevit also said he asked Pres- 
ident Fahri Koruturk to exempt 
him from the task of forming 2 
new government. “I asked the Pres- 
ident to relieve me of the task of 


Y forming the government, and he 


eocepted,” Ecevit said after a one- 
hour 15-minute meeting with Koru- 
turk, 

“Unfortunately under present cir- 
cumstances I don't think that Dr. 
Kissinger's visit would be possible," 
Ecevit said. 

Before calling on Koruturk, Ece- 
vit had a 40-minute meeting with 
U.S. Ambassador William Macom- 
Ben. their second in two days. 

In their first meeting on Wednes- 
day, government sources said, Ece- 
vit did not ask for a cancellation of 
Kissinger's visit but said he would 
be unable to make binding commit- 


ments on Cyprus because he did 
not expect to have a new govern- 
ment ready and partners in the old 
Cabinet — still serving on in a 
caretaker capacity — disagreed on 
foreign policy. 

In bis Ankara talks, Kissinger 
had hoped to get agreement on a 
“peace package” worked out by him 
in October during talks in New 
York between Turktsh Forelgn Min- 
ister Turan Gunes and Greek For- 
eign. Minister George Mavros. 

The timing of the peace package 
was important because the U.S. 
Congress has set December 10 as 
the deadline for cutting off military 
aid to Turkey unless President Ford 
can certify that substantial progress 
is being made towards achieving 
a Cyprus peace settlement. 

Details of the “peace package” 
have not beer disclosed officially. 
But diplomatic sources said it 
would call for a withdrawal of some 
Turkish troops from Cyprus, the 
release of some prisoners and the 
return of some of the territory 
seized by Turkey during its July 
invasion of Cyprus.

WHILE MOSCOW and Washington 
flirt with detente, two groups af 
immigrants from the Soviet Union 
and the United States are planning 
to build their dives together on the 
shores of the Mediterranean. 

The two groups are to make 
their new homes in the settlement 
of Yamit mow being built in the 
Rafah Approaches south of the 
Gaza Strip, The Russian and 
. American groups — each number- 

. ing about 10 immigrant families and 

+a handful of singles — decided in- 
. dependently to settle in Yamit but 
are now exploring the possibility of 
joint economic enterprises. 

The ‘Russians, 2 high percentage 
of whom are engineers and ἐλ εεῦ 
cians, immigrated in 1972-73. Some 
of them were on the staff set up 
by the Government to plan Yamit 
and decided to live there, and they 
form the nucleus of ‘the group. 
Since last year they ‘have been Hv- 
ing next to Moshav Sadot, waiting 
for their homes in nearby Yamit 
to be completed sometime next 
summer, 

The American group, which arm 

rived this summer, is at present 
in the Beersheba Absorption Centre. 
Unlike the Russians, they had pian- 
ned on settling in Yamit even be- 
tore leaving the U.S. The group’s 
‘ leader, a 43-year-old cantor from 
Cincinnati named Haim Feifel, first 
heard of the proposed settlement 
two years ago from the local Jew- 
ish Agency emissary. “The idea of 
becoming a pioneer and helping to 
found a new city attracted me," 
he said in a recent interview. “I 
felt instinctively that it will go 
well.”

Scientists who must 
‘export themselves’ 


THE: MOST important medical re- 
search is net done in hospitals but 
in chemistry and blology laborato- 
ries in instittions of higher learn- 
ing and research, The most im- 
portant medical research is not done 
by physicians but by scientists in 
these institutions. If medical re- 
search is to advance at ἃ much 
faster pace, it is up ‘to the “health 

" to Ainance this research 
in these instztutions. 

Thts was stated this week by 
Prof. Arthur Kornberg, of Stan- 
ford Universtty, who received the 
Nobel Prize in 1959 for his comiri- 
butions to the synthesis of RNA 
and DNA, two organic compounds 
which carry hereditary characteris- 
tics. The abbreviations, which have 
since become ‘household words, mean 
ribonucieic acid and deoxyribonuc- 
Ieic ach, Here to attend the celeb- 
rations forthe 100th anniversary of 
Weizmann's birth as well asthe meet- 
ing of the Weizmann Institute’s 
board of governers (which is deep- 
ly immersedin the Instihyte's finan- 
cial problems), Dr. Kornberg notes 
that inthe U.S. the defence industry 
spends about 15 per ceat on re- 
search, the ical industry 
between five and 10 per cent, while 
the ‘health industry only spends two 
per cent. 

"One gets the ‘mpression that a lot 
of money is spent on mredical re- 
search, but two per cent is a smali 
figure. It should be doubled to 
at least four per cent, and per- 
haps even reach five per cent,” he 


said. He did not know exactly 
how much Israel's “health industry” 
alloceted for research, but he did 
think it was a very low figure. 


Turning to the workdwide scienti- 
fie research pleture, he noted that 
“the rest. of the world mimics the 
US. If there are budgetary cuts 
in financing researeh in the U.S. 
smaller countries (like fsrael) say: 
“If the U.S. can't afford to finance 
research, how can you expect 2 
Poor country like us to?” 

He was critical of “research plan- 
ning” in the UG. but if America 
“has poor planning, Israel’s plan- 
ning is almost non-existent. 


Israel is too small 8. country 
to afford so many institutions of 
higher learning. It should have 
fewer universities, for this would 
help academic excellence." Many 
universities spread the available 
scientific manpower too thin, leading 
to “many competent departments,” 
but to few really “excellent” ones. 


Around these few “excellent” 
ones he thought “science-based 
satellites” should be sent spinning. 


“This doesn't mean bringing indus- 
try into the tmstitutes. It means 
sending scientists out to work in 
industry.” 


He contrasted the situetion in 
Israel with that of the U.K. and 
Japan. In England, there was enor- 
mous emphasis on basic science 
and little on applied technology. 
In Japan there was enormous em- 


Bringing a message 


from Gerald Ford 


THE MBSSAGE delivered by Billy 
Zeolt to his hosts in Jerusalem this 
week in American English was 
from an old friend, President Ge- 
rald Ford. The message he usual- 
ly delivers — in Zulu or any of 35 
other languages — is from God.

‘At’ a ‘luncheon tendered him this 
week by the Jerusalem Munici- 
pality, ‘Rev. Zeoli passed on to his 
hosts greetings from President Ford

-Creasing but at the same time’ the

ity mreasures. Premier Jacques 
Chirac gays France will mot accept 
continued inflation or unemploy- 
ment --- but it has both now. 

British unemployment is only 2.8 
per cent of the work force — but 
that is high in a nation where full 
employment is a political sacred 
cow. There are 100,000 more job- 
less now than a year ago, and the 
Conservative Party was hurt im the 
recent election by statements by 
Hts leaders that unemployment 
might be the price that Britain 
will have to pay to get its 20 per 
cent inflation rate down. 

British sociologist William Danie] 
recently reported a cruel statistic: 
27 per cent of the jobless there 
are men between 55 and 65 who 
probably will never work again. 

Austrian Fimance Minister Han- 
nes Androsch has said that “full 
employment always must come 
first.” In Western Austria jobs are 
tight and foreign “guest workers” 
are belng sent home. 

Throughout furope, in fact, the 
lowest jobs — garbage collecting, 


ticket-| ching, street-sweeping and

Sweden is in relatively good 
shape, with only 1.2 per cent un- 
employment.

Unemployment in Spain is 3 per 
eent by official figures, 5 per cent 
by unofficial reckoning, largely be- 
cause Yhe country’s two biggest 
industries — construction and tour- 
ism — are hard hit by the slump.

Bert was accused in the case of 
selling cheap doctored wine under 
faise labels as expensive Bordeaux. 


He admitted his guilt on the trial's

But I didn’t invent fraud. There 
are thousands of others just like 
me.” 

The Cruse cousins were also 
charged with selling doctored, mis- 
labelled wine as well as obstructing. 
the government's inquiry into the

U.S. SECRETARY of State 
Henry Kissinger’s present visit 
to Israel —his eighth since the 
Yom Kippur War — takes place 
under the shadow of the hard- 
line decisions taken by the Arab 
states at their summit confer- 
ence in Rabat. 

Officially Egypt is still ready 
to pursue the negotiations ini- 
tiated by Dr. Kissinger for some 
kind of an interim agreement. 
And Mr, Rabin for his part told 
the Knesset this week that Is- 
rael’s consent to reach sucb an 
agreement still stands. 

Yet at the same time it is 
clear to all that Rabat has 
changed the rules of the game. 
The objective is no longer peace 
or even non-belligerency, for 
Rabat has dissolved the hope 
which emerged after the disen- 
gagement agreement, that a 
start had been made on the 
road to peace with Egypt. In- 
stead the Rabat conference, like 
the Khartoum meeting after the 
Six Day War, made a mockery 
of peace. But rather than issue 
negative declarations as at 
Khartoum, the Rabat formula 
affirmed the Palestinian epple’s 
“right to its homeland," the 
true meaning of which is the 
destruction of Israel. 


Within this framework, the 
Arab summit gave Sadat a fet- 
tered mandate to negotiate for 
another Israeli withdrawal. The 
Epivptian President continues, 
therefore, to pin his hopes on 
American diplomacy, for only 

:the U.S. can, in the Egyptian 


view, deliver further Israeli 
withdrawals. 

Dr. Kissinger for his part also 
surely understands that he is 
a welcome guest in Arab capi- 
tals as long as he holds out the 
prospect of gaining li con- 
cessions. ᾿ 

Thus, the candour that pen- | 
erally marks our talks with the 
US. should certainly be the 
principal feature of this round. 
Let there be no differences be- 
tween us and Dr. Kissinger on 
assessing the real Arab objec- 
tives as demonstrated at Rabat. 
And let us make it clear that 
the American temptation to urge 
us to strengthen the so-called 
moderates in the Arab camp, a8 
opposed to the extremists, is 
based on an illusion. For the 
only differences between the 
Arab states are over tactics, not 
over the ultimate objective. 

This does not mean that we 
must close the door to further 
negotiations. But any such ne- 
gotiations must now be pursued 
on the basis of a clear Israel- 
U.S. understanding about Arab 


goals, 4 
Only with such understanding 
can Israel afford to accede to 
Dr. Kissinger's continuous de- 
sire to maintain the diplomatic 
momentum. For if such momen- 
tum damages our security or de- 
terrent credibility, or is per- 
ceived as doing so by the Arab 
states, it would only serve to 
upset the stability in the region, 
even over the short-range. And 
this would be of benefit to no 
one, including the United States.

Thus Ephron, chief of the Hebron 
Hittites, tells Abraham how much 
he expects him to pay for the 
Machpela Cave, which Abraham 
wishes to buy In order to bury his 
wife Sarah. 

Here is how that classic bit of 
Oriental bargaining went: 

God has told Abraham several 
times that He has given him and 
his descendants the Land of Canaan 
“for an everlasting possession.” 
None the less, the Rabbis point out 
(Midrash Hagadol), Abraham does 
not come to demand a free burial 
plot. “I am an alien and a settler 
among you," he opens his request 
to the Hebronites to sell him some 
land. The Rabbis comment (Bere- 
shit Rabba 58:5): Abraham meant 
to say by this: “If you agree to sell 
me a burial plot, I will buy it as 
though I am an alien.

The Bible continues: 

The Hebronites reply: “Really, sir: 
you are a mighty prince among us.

Abraham: “No, no. If you really 
are willing to let me bury my dead 
here, then ask Ephron to sell me 
the Machpela Cave at the far end 
of his land, at the full price.” 

Ephron: “Ah, sir: the land and 
the cave are yours for the taking.” 

Abraham: “No. Please hear me: 
here Ig the price of the land — do 
take it, and then I will bury my 
dead there.” 

Ephron: “Really, my dear sir — 
what are 400 silver shekels between 
you and me for a piece of ground? 
Go ahead and bury your dead.” 

And “in full view of the Hittites" 
Abraham counts out the amount 
that Ephron “had named in the 
hearing of the Hittites" and takes 
possession of the land. 

Thus begins the Jewish possession 
of the land promised us as a gift 
from God. 

The Rabbis tell us (Bereshit Rab- 
ba 79:7}: There are three places 
which the Gentiles certainly cannot 
accuse the Jews of having atolen 
(as they accuse us of having stolen 
the entire Land; see Bereshit Rab- 
ba 1:2): the Machpela Cave, bought 
by Abraham; the Temple site, bought 
by David (see I Chronicles 21:25); 
and Joseph's burial place, bought

In this connection, the 
Agency Director-General reported 
‘hat Agency Chairman Pinhas Sa- 
pir bas come out strongly against 
letting immigrants remain im the 
absorption centres for more than 
six months, believing this to be self- 
defeating. Indeed he hoped that
